Associaticn honor iists for the year just passed on the 
point system, according to the table published at the 
bottom of this page, this being the same table we have 
used ever since the awarding of prize money was abol- 
ished. No record made with a test of over 5% or under 
3% is included in any of the computations of this article. 
The victory of Carnation Milk Farms is much more im- 
pressive than their similar victory last year. Even divid- 
ing them up into the two establishments, we find that 
the western farms at Seattle, Wash., alone leads for both 
fat and milk by a large margin and that the Oconomowoc 
farms rank thirty-sixth and are the highest for the State 
of Wisconsin. The Seattle branch of Carnation Milk 
Farms alone appears on the honor lists fifty-four times, 
scoring 408 points for fat and 239 points for milk, a total 
of 647 points, while the Carnation Farms at Oconomowoc 
appears seventeen times, scoring seventy-nine points for 
fat, thirty-seven for milk or a total of 116. 

The Western State Hospital at Ft. Steilacoom, Wash.., 
which ranked third last year, stands second for fat with 
315 points, third for milk with 169 points and second for 
total with 484 points. Traverse City State Hospital, at 
Traverse City, Michigan, which is always found well up 
among the leaders, ranks fourth for fat with 294 points, 
second for milk with 185 points, and third for total with 
479 points, or only five points behind second place. Trav- 
erse City appears on the list 58 times, which is more than

any other owner. A. S. Deysher, of Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania, who has ranked second for the past two years, this 
year is crowded down to fourth piace with a total of 370 
points, of which 313 are for fat production. 

At the close of this article will be found a complete 
iist of all owners of animals winning points on the 1925- 
26 honor lists, the list showing name and address of 
owner, the number of times his name appears, number of 
points won for fat and for milk, and total number of 
points. A study of this list shows that seventeen owners 
won at least 200 points, the seventeen representing Wash- 
ington, Michigan, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Caiifornia, 
Delaware, Maryland, Massachusetts, New York, Iowa and 
South Dakota. In addition to these seventeen, there were 
twenty-four others that won from 100 to 195 points. 

It is interesting to note in what divisions the lead- 
ing owners won their points and we are accordingly 
publishing a table which brings out these facts. The 
column for short tests includes, of course, the 7- and 30- 
day divisions. The column for long tests, Class A, in- 
cludes both the 365- and 305-day divisions, and the column 
for Classes B and C include both special classifications for 
the 365- and 305-day divisions. A study of this table shows 
that Traverse City leads in short tests with 201 points 
for fat, 154 points for milk or a total of 355 points in the 
short-time division.

SENSATIONAL HOLSTEIN SHOW was the feature 
A of the seventeenth annual spring show at Orms- 

town, Quebec, held June 8-11, 1926. Starting from 
small beginnings, this annual live stock event has come 
to occupy an important place in Canadian live stock 
development. Located in one of the most fertile sections 
of the Dominion, this district, long the center of the 
Ayrshire industry in Canada, is also making great strides 
with its Holsteins and as a horse breeding center, and 
this show is built principally around these two branches 
of live stock, witih a strong racing program figuring as 
a leading attraction likewise. . 

The Holstein show was really sensational from the 
standpoint of quality. It was a battle all the way through 
petween the strong herds of Raymondale Farm, Vaud- 
reuil, Quebec; Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, 
Quebec and J. W. Innes of Woodstock, Ontario, with H. T. 
Cunningham of Huntingdon, Quebec; Helm Bros of the same 
place and a few other local herds edging rather consistently 
intothe money. Specialiinterest attached to this show from 
the fact that it was the first Canadian appearance of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, the famous All-American win- 
ner and National grand champion for the past two years 
purchased at $15,000 in the Clark Sale last spring by 
Mount Victoria Farms. He is showing more nearly in 
preeding condition than we have ever seen him before 
and really appears to better advantage than with quite 
so much fat as he has been carrying previously in show 
campaigns. He had to be at his best, however, to win 
in class against Brookholm Inka, the famous Raymon- 
dale bul] that was reserve All-American two-year-old 
last year and is coming out as a sensational three-year- 
old this year. Another old friend appeared at the top 
in the female classes. This was Countess Abbekerk 
Hiemke, last year’s reserve All-American aged cow in 
the Raymondale string. She is going to be a sensation 
on this year’s circuit and will be in full bloom just 
a week away from freshening at the time of our Na- 
tional Dairy Show. This famous daughter of Count Paul 
Posch is an especially pleasing champion from the fact 


that she is also the North American champion producer’ 


for both milk and fat on three-time milking. Here again 
it required a super cow to win over the runner-up, Oak- 
hurst Colantha Posch, another 1,000-lb. fat producer, a 
daughter of Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, in the Mount 
Victoria Farms string.

classes. This was especially pleasing to the Raymon- 
dale people from the fact that their two winning calves 
in the junior and senior divisions were both daughters 
of Brookholm Inka. The senior calf, in particular, was 
a pleasing winner from the fact that her dam was none 
other than Wisconsin Fobes 7th, the only living daugh- 
ter of Wisconsin Fobes and Sir P. O. M. 37th, now a 
member of the Raymondale herd. Raymondale and 
Mount Victoria Farms each won seven first places, each 
had one grand champion, although Raymondale came 
through with a junior champion female for good meas- 
ure. The Raymondale exhibit was somewhat larger and 
in addition to their first places they accounted for nine 
second and six third prizes, as compared with four sec- 
onds and two thirds for the Mount Victoria string. 
Innes’ totals show five first places, including the 
coveted get of sire and produce of dam awards, four 
seconds and nine thirds. H. T.: Cunningham, previously 
referred to, registered with two red ribbons (first prize 
in Canada), these including the junior champion ‘bull, a 
junior calf of his own breeding. Cunningham also took 
two second places and made rather the best showing of 
the local breeders, although Helm Brothers, also of 
Huntingdon, annexed a first, a second and a third prize. 

Among the other interesting winnings may be men- 
tioned first place in the two-year-old bull class with 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, a son of Aaggie Sylvia, the 1921 
National grand champion, that was shown so success- 
fully in yearling form by Mr. Innes. The oldest calves 
by this bull also made a fine showing, taking first in 
the senior bull calf class and second and third in the 
junior heifer calf classes. With his yearling sister, he 
was an easy winner in the produce of dam classes, although 
two daughters of Wisconsin Fobes 7th from Raymondale 
were creditable contenders. Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, 
last year’s All-American two-year-old in the Innes string, 
is out again this year in three-year-old form, being near 
the end of her lactation. In fact, her yearly record was 
finished several months ago. She has developed splen- 
didly and as she gets nearer freshening will be a real 
three-year-old. Ingleside Pietje Posch, the Mount Vic- 
toria heifer who was grand champion last year at Orms- 
town and reserve champion at both Ottawa shows, has 
thickened up into a real four-year-old and led the milk- 
ing division here. Mount Victoria Farms also won the 
class for two-year-olds in milk with Countess Amelia 
Posch, a daughter of Count Paul Echo Posch, the Yates

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Make Show Plans Early 


HE ORMSTOWN SHOW, held during the second 

week in June, and the Prairie Province shows of 

Canada starting the last week in June, emphasize 
the fact that the fall show circuit will be on us almost 
before we know it. From present indications, it looks 
as though it would be a record-breaking season from 
a Holstein standpoint. Almost every day letters come 
to us from breeders in various sections of the country, 
telling of their plans for showing this fall or requesting 
information as to circuits, dates, addresses of secre- 
taries of fairs, etc., indicating a wider interest in the 
subject of showing that we have ever observed before. 

Interest in Holstein show rings has grown consistent- 
ly through the lean years that have passed and with the 
continued market demand for type and all it represents, it 
is only natural to expect an even wider participation in 
show ring activities by breeders generally now that the 
market shows such definite improvement, and is now 
in such condition that good cattle are assured of a fair 
market. 

We do not mention the prospects for stronger shows 
with any idea of discouraging breeders from bringing 
out their animals, but it may be pertinent to suggest 
that in the stronger competition that will be found this 
year, it will be more important than ever before to bring 
out entries properly fitted and conditioned for show. If 
it is worth doing at all, it is worth doing well and the 
breeder who comes in at the eleventh hour with ani- 
mals fresh from the pasture, untrained: and unfitted, is 
quite apt to go home disappointed. 

There is no more effective way to advertise your own 
herd under present conditions than through successful 
exhibiting at the fairs, especially when supplemented by 
creditable production records and reinforced with judi- 
cious newspaper advertising. 


In planning for the fall show circuit, breeders should 
bear in mind that the stronger the competition the 
greater the honor and publicity value in winning and 
should make their plans and preparations accordingly. 
Of course, such shows are much more valuable from 
the standpoint of general breed advertising and breed 
improvement. The fine prospects, therefore, for the 1926 
shows should simply bring added determination to the 
owners of good cattle to bring them out, free from the 
burden and handicap of lack of condition, fit and train- 
ing. The best time to start your preparations along this 
line, if you have not already done so, is right now. 


Three Ways to Advertise 


HERE is one point in the foregoing that ought to 
i have, perhaps, a little elaboration. We refer to the 
matter of publicity value and advertising. There 
are three principal kinds of herd advertising, ie. Ad- 
vanced Registry testing for production, the show ring 
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and printer’s ink. Each is desirable in itself, but each 
finds its highest effectiveness when combined with the 
other two. 

Production is the fundamental purpose of the dairy 
cow, and Advanced Registry testing furnishes the proo¢ 
of producing ability. Successful marketing, however, ge. 
mands a combination of type and production and thus q 
combination of show ring winning ability along with 
creditable Advanced Registry records furnishes disintey. 
ested and conclusve proof of desirability along the lings 
that combine production and type, which are today the 
essentials of the market demand. 

We are, of course, firm believers in the value of 
newspaper advertising. We have never been guilty, how. 
ever, of recommending the use of advertising space unlegg 
the advertiser had something marketable to offer, whether 
it was the actual animals to be sold or the idea underlying 
the institution looking toward definite sales later on. The 
advertising which a breeder does in his breed publication 
is vastly strengthened if he can offer definite proof that 
his animals and his blood lines are desirable from the 
two fundamental standpoints of production and type. 


Thus, we say that testing for production and libera) 
patronage of the show ring are important factors jp 
making newspaper advertising more effective. But it 
works the other way, too. When you exhibit your animals 
at the fairs, they are, of course, viewed casually by 
thousands of people, but the number which follows their 
work in the ring and which takes account of your Winnings 
could be counted in the hundreds at most shows. Through 
the detailed reports of your winnings and pictures of 
your winners which they carry, your breed paper and to 
a lesser extent, generally, the farm and dairy pregs, 
multiply many times the publicity value of your show 
ring efforts. And your own story told in your own adver. 
tising space reaches thousands where hundreds get it 
at first hand at the shows. 

Advertising in your breed publication also helps in 
another way. It makes your animals better known and 
keeps the interested Holstein public informed regarding 
your plans and schedules, so that the breeders who see 
them at the shows will take an increased interest in your 
particular animals. 

Thus, showing, testing and newspaper advertising all 
work together, each adding to the effectiveness of the 
other as a factor in marketing and when successfully 
combined give the real answer to the marketing problem. 
The breeders who have carried out this triple program 
with a sound foundation to start with have never had 
difficulty in finding a satisfactory market ffor their 
animals even during the worst of the depression.

Sometimes these 
will take the form of tours of inspection and if care- 
fully planned such tours are both enjoyable and profitable. 
Perhaps more general however, will be the old-fashioned 
basket picnics at some favorable location. 

While circumstances differ in different localities, we 
believe that as a general proposition committees in charge 
of arrangements for such events will do well to avoid 
programs too heavy in their nature. Judging contests are 
usually interesting and have the merit of educational 
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yalue as well. Field events or sports in which the 
icnickers themselves can participate are also popular. 

The main idea of a summer picnic by a Holstein or- 
ganization should be to promote better acuaintance and 
fellowship among the members and bring pleasure and 
relaxation from the every-day duties of the farm. If an 
educational dose seems to be needed, it should be well 
“sugared over” for such occasions. 

Summer picnics should have a place on the program 
of every local Holstein organization. Like every other 
worthwhile activity, however, they require careful plan- 
ning and organization to be successful in their results.

UR Cover illustration this week shows Hazelwood 
O Ormsby Heilo Mercedes 538447, the cow that Car- 

nation Farms consider to be their best prospect 
for development at the Carnation western farm. Her 
record during her past lactation was 1226.95 lbs. butter, 
96,767.5 lbs. milk, showing an average test for the year 
of 3.65 per cent fat. Her dam Hazelwood Bracelet Mer- 
cedes, is also one of the valued members of the Carna- 
tion herd and she also has a splendid yearly record of 
30,411.4 lbs. milk, 1,241.3 Ibs. butter. Her picture, together 
with a close-up view of her remarkable udder, appeared 
on page 32 of our issue of April 10, 1926. The sire of 
Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes is Hazelwood Heilo 
Ormsby Korndyke, former herd sire at John L. Smith’s 
Hazelwood Farm, where, as their names indicate, both 
this cow and her dam and sire were bred. His daughters 
include two All-American winners and the whole family 
have decidedly made good from the standpoint of both 
type and production whenever they have been given an 
opportunity. Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes is an 
inbred cow both her dam and sire being by Hazelwood 
Bracelet Korndyke a former Hazelwood Farms sire, and 
a son of the Hazelwood foundation cow, Bonnie Lass Paul- 
ine, with a 33-lb. record. Before either Hazelwood Heilo 
Ormsby Mercedes or her dam Hazelwood Bracelet Mer- 
cedes had even started their great yearly records, the 
Carnation people selected Matador Segis Ormsby, a son 
of the younger cow, sired by Segis Walker Matador, to 
retain as one of their herd sires. This selection was 
made because of the type and breeding of these two cows 
and the confidence of their owners that they would make 
good when given an opportunity on test. Their judg- 
ment has thus far been vindicated and the further develop- 
ment of Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes is expected 
to indicate it still further. A younger son of Hazelwood 
Heilo Ormsby Mercedes heads the herd of the Wyoming 
Hereford Ranch at Cheyenne, Wyoming. 


National Dairy Show Year Book

It is a 
valuable and convenient reference and in its appearance is 
a credit to the press of W. D. Hoard & Sons Company, 
which issued it under the direction of W. E. Skinner, 
secretary and general manager of the show. 


New Zealand Friesian Year Book 


E HAVE received with the compliments of the 
W New Zealand Friesian Association, Wellington, a 

copy of Volume 12 of the Year Book covering 
1925. It gives a complete story of the development of 
the Friesian breed in New Zealand through testing. 
The volume contains in addition to the list of class leaders 
a complete list of all of the cows of this breed that have 
been tested; also arranging the list by ages and under 
the sires and dams as in our own Blue Book. Other in- 
teresting statistical information includes a list of cows 
producing above 20,000 lbs. milk in a year. This list 
is headed by Alcartra Clothilde Pietje with 31,312.5 Ibs. 
and her fat record of 1,145.24 lbs. is also a New Zealand 
championship performance. A total of ninety-six records 
above 20.000 Ibs. milk are listed, with fifteen others that 
failed to meet the calving requirements. It is interest- 
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ing to note in connection with these records that New 
Zealand rules provide that a cow must calve within 455 
days from freshening for the commencement of her test 
and milking is limited strictly to not more than three 
times daily. The book is further embellished with photo- 
graphs of a number of the leading producers and show 
animals of this breed in New Zealand. This book will be 
a valued addition to our reference library. 


AMERICAN JERSEY CATTLE CLUB HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The American Jersey Cattle Club held its annual 
meeting in New York City on June 2, the same date 
that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America was 
meeting in Des Moines. Seventy-two members were 
present and 484 were represented by proxy. From the 
detailed report of the meeting appearing in the current 
issue of The Jersey Bulletin, it is evident that the meet- 
ing was harmonious throughout. One feature we like 
particularly was that the secretary and other officers 
presented brief statements calling attention to the more 
important features of their reports, which were also sub- 
mitted in full detail in printed form. Mr. M. D. Munn, 
who has been president of the Club for the past eleven 
years, made good his determination to retire, but did 
take a place on the Board of Directors. The reports of 
the officers showed the Club to be in good condition 
with satisfactory increases in both registrations and 
transfers during the past year. Transfers of ownership 
to the number of 43,147 were issued during the year and 
55,110 animals were registered. Their figures parallel 
the experience in the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America in that the first five months of the year showed 
a decrease over the figures for 1924, but that the last 
seven months of 1925 were substantially better than 
the previous yeas. The total income of the Club for the 
past fiscal year amounted to $299,417.14 and the expend- 
itures $272,203.72. The Club is carrying on an aggressive 
extension program. During the past year, a total of 
$55,115.87 was spent for field work and $94.192.86 in other 
promotional work, a total of $149,309.72. The Register of 
Merit work shows a falling off both in number of herds 
tested and in number of animals on test. 


One action that will be of interest to Holsteins breed- 
ers taken at this meeting was a decision to recognize 
one-day tests with preliminary dry milking as optional 
for breeders conducting semi-official yearly or ten 
months’ records. In the future, Jersey breeders making 
semi-official records may have either the one-day or two- 
day supervision, this fact to be stated in reporting the 
record. 

A number of changes in the constitution and by-laws 
were ratified by the meeting. The procedure in this 
organization is that all such proposed changes must 
come through the Board of Directors and receive a three- 
fourths majority vote. Measures receiving such a vote 
then go before the members of the annual meeting and 
if ratified by this meeting they are then sent out to the 
membership for a mail vote, which requires a two-thirds 
majority vote and which is final. Among the proposed 
changes to be sent out for mail vote is one to make the 
treasurer of the Association an employee rather than an 
officer and to provide that the meetings of the full board 
of directors, numbering twelve, shall be held quarterly 
on the first Tuesday in September, December and March 
and at the time of the annual meeting in June. There 
was considerable discussion in the matter of offering 
medals for high production in the Register of Merit. 
This has long been the practice of the Club but was dis- 
continued during the past year. The sentiment at this 
meeting was in favor of returning to the former practice. 
The American Jersey Cattle Club now numbers 1,037 
members, 44 new members joining during the past year, 
while deaths of 29 occurred during the year. 





THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The forty-ninth annual meeting of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club was held at the Hotel Drake in 
Chicago on May 12, 1926. The report of Secretary Mus- 
ser showed the Club to have had a profitable year. The 
increase in membership was 74, making the present 
active membership 1,383. Substantial increases ‘were 
recorded in registrations and transfers and also an in- 
crease in the number of cows on test. Registrations 
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numbered 32,246 and transfers 28,806, while at the close 
of the year 2,142 cows were on test in the herds of 516 
breeders. The total income of the Club for the past 
year, including the publication of the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal, was $271,777.38 and the expenses for the year 
amounted to $231,294.50. <A total of $53,995.71 was spent 
during the past year for publicity and extension work. 
Action of the Board in adopting the plan of one-day 
supervision with preliminary dry milking in the conduct 
of their records was ratified by this meeting. 


Charles L. Hill, of Wisconsin, who is chairman of the 
committee on the ideal type of the breed, reported on 
the progress made and displayed the tentative paintings 
of the Ideal Type cow and bull. The work of the com- 
mittee is not yet completed. Robert Scoville was re- 
elected for his eleventh term as president of this organ- 
ization. The National Guernsey Sale held at the Chicago 
Riding Club the following day made an average of 
$1,065.58 for sixty-nine head sold, the top figure being 
$5,000 for last year’s National grand champion bull. The 
same price was also paid for the top cow, a new cham- 
pion producer of her class. 





AYRSHIRE BREEDERS FIFTY-FIRST ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The (fifty-first annual meeting of the Ayrshire 
Breeders Association was held at Devon, Pennsylvania, 
June 9. The report of Secretary Conklin showed satis- 
factory increases in both registrations and transfers dur- 
ing the past year and a larger number of cows on test 
than ever before, due to the adoption of the herd test 
by the Ayrshire people a year ago. Registrations num- 
bered 5,972 females and 1,561 males, while transfers 
amounted to 4,592 animals. Three hundred forty-one 
Advanced Registry records were completed during the 
year and at present fifty-two herds containing 1,680 cows 
are entered in the herd test. The committee on the 
ideal Ayrshire presented a photographic reproduction as 
a report of progress and was continued for further effort 
along this line. The National Sale held after the meet- 
ing made an average of $393.

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MISSOURI ASSOCIATION MEETS AT FREDMAR 
FARMS 


The Second Annual Field Day of the Missouri Holstejp. 
Friesian Association was held on June 12th, at Fredmar 
Farms, where the initial meeting was held last year, Some 
fifty breeders, together with representatives of City ciyjc 
organizations, put in the day getting acquainted, in yigit. 
ing the various activities of the farm, witnessing demop. 
strations and listening to interesting talks on Holsteins. 

The morning was given to the inspection of the farm 
and the various members of the Ten Ton herd that jg 
being developed here. A picnic dinner was served in the 
grove on the farm, after which the regular program was 
given. 

One of the interesting features was a judging contest 
participated in by some twenty breeders who were alloweq 
twelve minutes to inspect four of the Ten Ton cows, after 
which they were allowed twelve minutes to give their 
reasons for their placings. Then a heifer class was 
judged and the papers submitted for awards to Professor 
Ragsdale, of the Missouri College of Agriculture ang 
Earl Cooper of the National Extension Service, and a 
great deal of interest was displayed in this contest. The 
winner was R. A. Langenbacher of St. Charles County, 
who scored 278 out of a possible 300 points. Profeggor 
Ragsdale then gave a complete demonstration between 
two of the animals, explaining the points of comparisop 
in a most interesting manner. 

The meeting was under the charge of Glenn G. Davis, 
of Columbia, President of the State Association, who in. 
troduced F. W. A. Vesper, owner of Fredmar Farms, who 
welcomed the visitors to the farm and also gave an inter. 
esting account of the National Convention held at Des 
Moines. Earl Cooper of the Extension Service made a 
splendid talk on the future of the Holstein, followed by 
remarks by Carl F. G. Meyer, President and Wm. ¢. 
Findley, Secretary of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
after which Roy Rauschkolb, Secretary of the Agricultural 
Development Bureau of the Chamber and Thos. Garland, 
a director, gave brief talks. Incidentally, Mr. Garland 
owns a big farm in Jonesburg, Missouri and raises pure 
bred Hampshire hogs. Has the distinction of having at 
one time sold the highest priced gilt and young boar ever 
offered at a sale. He was tremendously interested in the 
entire program and his talk was very illuminating and 
worth while. 

One of the-interesting things was the exhibit of six 
cows, double ten tonners, each of whom have made two 
records over 20,000 Ibs. and whose combined production 
in their first test was 137,380, an average of 22,230 lbs., 
and in the next test 146,391.8, an average of 24,398.7 Ibs. 
of milk, surely a splendid illustration of the production 
value of a purebred Holstein as being developed at 
Fredmar. 

At the conclusion of the program, the winners of the 
contest were announced and the entire party went back to 
the city in a specially chartered bus, expressing them- 
selves as having had a profitable day. 


OSWEGO COUNTY (N. Y.) CLUB MEETS 


A meeting of the Oswego County N. Y., Holstein-Fries- 
ian Club was held Monday evening, June 14, at Maple 
View, New York, with about two dozen members in at- 
tendance. The business of the meeting was to adopt a 
program of work for the year and committees were ap 
pointed to look after a county show herd at the State 
fair, to cooperate with the junior project leader in the 
county in promoting Holstein calf club activities, and 
another committee to make a canvas for joint membership 
in the county and state organizations.

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Fitting Calves For the Show Ring 





(Reprinted from Calf Club News) 


Calf Club members must realize 
that proper fitting for the show ring 
can not be accomplished in a few 
days. Whether or not the calf is in 
good condition and performs well be- 
fore the judge depends upon the feed- 
ing and care given from time of birth. 
You can not go into the show ring 
and expect to win with over-night pre- 
paration. 


Each calf should, from the first, be 
kept by itself. The pen shouid be 
clean and dry with fresh air and sun- 
light. No calf can thrive in unsani- 
tary quarters, any more than you can 
grow and be contented in a dark, 
stuffy room. 


From the beginning to the end exer- 
cise is very important. The Calf 
Club member should train the calf to 
lead and stand properly. Training 
at an early age will save a lot of time 
and work later, when the rush work 
on a farm and the fair season are ap- 
proaching. On days when the club 
member has not time to do this the 
calf should be allowed to run in a 
paddock for an hour or so. Early in 
the morning or during the evening, 
when the flies and heat of the sun 
will not bother, is perhaps the best 
time. 

In the training of an animal, teach 
it to lead without tugging or pulling 
and to halt on command. When 
standing the legs should be squarely 
underneath. Stretching the calf is 
not considered good practice. 

Begin more active fitting about 
three months before the show. A good 
brushing at least once a day is an ex- 
cellent practice. An ordinary horse 
brush if often used, but the brush 
should not be too stiff and hard. It 
is found that brushing keeps the hide 
clean and stimulates blood circulation 
which aids digestion. 

From this time on to showing the 
hide should be protected with a blan- 
ket. Such a practice helps to soften 
the hide and keep the flies off. Or- 
dinary bran and feed sacks made in- 
to blankets by cutting clear down 
the seams and sewing on old overall 
straps or similar devices are very 
satisfactory. Of courses, a more at- 
tractive blanket can be made or pur- 
chased for the show ring. 


Clipping 


The ideas of showmen differ a lit- 
tle on this practice. Most of them 
clip the calves all over, while a few 
simply trim up the head, tail and 
legs. Older animals are clipped all 
over. Entire clipping, however, is 


the most common practice at Calf 
Club shows. 


First, wash the calf with warm 
water and soap so that the clippers 
will work well. Clip about two weeks 
before the show. A fine coat of hair 
will then grow out. Keep well blan- 
keted till showing. From now on, 
many good showmen massage the 
hide daily in addition to brushing. 


The Horns and Hoofs 


Just before shipping your calf, 
clean up the horns and hoofs. First, 
remove the dirt from the horns with 
a rasp or an ordinary piece of win- 
dow glass. Don’t scrape too hard or 
you may injure the horn. Follow this 
with a piece of sandpaper or emery 
cloth. When the surface is smooth, 
it will be in shape to take a polish 
by using a mixture of sweet oil and 
pumice stone on a soft, woolen rag. 
Then rub the horn with a soft rag 
until it shines. The same thing can 
be done to the hoofs, if desired. 


At the Show 


On evening before the showing, wash 
the tail thoroughly, squeeze out the ex- 
cess water and then braid into sev- 
eral small braids. Tie each braid 
tightly with a stout cord. Shortly 
before entering the ring unbraid and 
fluff out the tail. If the calf is dirty, 
wash with warm water and soap and 
then rinse. A very small amount of 
bluing may be added to the rinsing 
water, if desired. Bed the calf down 
well to keep it clean. 


An hour before entering the show 
ring, fluff out the tail and touch up 
the horns and hoofs. A little shoe 
polish is good for this purpose. Brush 
well and rub down with a soft cloth 
on which a small amount of sweet 
oil has been poured. Adjust the hal- 
ter properly and wait for the judge to 
call your class.

The eastern breeders men- 
tioned above represent the states of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Massachusetts, and New York. 

A study of the records for the past four years, or since 
the Association discontinued offering prize money for 
high records, discloses that certain breeding establish- 
ments consistently place well up toward the top year 
after year.

as manufacture of cheese and con- 


densed milk were concerned, both 
showed a decline from 1924, the an- 
nual report of J. D. Mickle, state dairy 
and food commissioner, ‘shows. A 
five-year view of the industry reveals, 
however, that both butter and cheese 
manufacture gained substantially in 
that period, and that cottage cheese 
manufacture has become a consider- 
able industry. The condensed milk 
output of the state has dropped stead- 
ily from 40,990,011 lbs. in 1920 to 38.- 
010,128 in 1924 and to 32,765,172 in 
1925. Mickle accounts for this by 
sluggish condition of the market, di- 
version of milk to cottage cheese man- 
ufacture, and increasing consumption 
of milk whole. The loss in butter 
manufacture has come largely in the 
Willamette Valley, where attention 
has been turned to fruit growing and 
general farming, and the number of 
cows has fallen off. The 1925 “make” 
was 23,770,807 lbs., a loss of 221,538 


accounts for loss of nearly 1,000,000 
lbs. in that total, which was 10,989,923 
as compared with 11,898,523 in 1924. 
Coos, Curry and Tillamook counties 
had the driest summer in 1925 that 
they have experienced since dairying 
became the leading industry, but even 
so, the five-year gain in cheese pro- 
duction was more than 2,500,000 Ibs..

Bovine Infectious Abortion— 








Copy No. 7 of an Educational Campaign 
Manifestations — 


Ts PRESENCE of Bovine Infectious Abortion in a herd is not known usually until its most characteristic 





symptom, namely, an abortion has occurred. The losses encountered can be best related by those who 

have experienced a scourge of it. 
Bang Abortion Disease manifests itself differently in the different herds. In most every herd in which this dis- 
ease establishes a new center of infection, its introduction can be traced to herd additions or to animal asso- 
ciations in other ways which have the same effect. Occasionally this is due to neighbors’ cattle having broken in. 
The period of incubation under natural infection is not definitely known but apparently is from four to five 
weeks upward. Usually after an added animal aborts a period of four to five weeks or more elapses before the 
next abortion occurs in this newly infected herd, after which time, abortions may occur rather frequently, the 
number depending more or less upon the number of animals in the herd and the percentage of these exposed. 
The conditions under which cattle are kept, stable arrangement, the practice of sanitary measures, etc., are 
factors which influence exposure. 
In some herds the percentage of abortion may be rather low and may extend over a number of years. In other 
herds fifty to sixty or seventy-five percent of the femaie animals may abort during the first year or two and the 
disease may then apparently disappear for a few years so far as actual abortions are concerned. 
A small percentage of animals show an apparently natural immunity, and with repeated exposure calve normally 
vear after year and remain negative to tests for abortion. 
Whether a large number of abortions occur in one year or whether three or four years are required, if measures 
are not practiced to prevent its spread, 70 to 80 percent of the herd will eventually have aborted, a number will 
have become temporarily sterile, a smaller number will have been disposed of on account of permanent sterility. 
Approximately 40 percent of those which abort once abort the second time, between 5 and 10 percent abort the 
third time: a few the fourth and even fifth and sixth consecutive times. A few abort, give birth to several ap- 
parently normal calves, then abort again. Some abort, give birth to one or two normal calves, then abort two or 
three consecutive times. 
A small herd of 13 cattle (females), 12 or 92 percent abort the first year. The next year four or 31 percent were 
sold on account of sterility and 4 or 31 percent of the original herd or 45 percent of the remaining 9 aborted. 
62 percent of the original herd of 13 animals were sterile or aborted the second year. A dai. 
One breeder stated that for 15 years his herd had averaged 15 percent abortions. This is 225 percent in 15 years. 
Add the sterility and the 225 percent would be reached in less than 10 years and 100 percent in less than 5 years. 
The decreased milk production of herds extensively infec ted with Bang Abortion Disease constitutes a loss which 
requires only a few years to consume the value of the entire herd.

MILK PRICES FOR JUNE 


The Bureau of Agricultural Ego. 
nomics at Washington reports that 
market milk prices are only slightly 
lower for June than for May 1926 and 
are substantially the average price 
paid in June 1925. Their figures are 
based on 3.5 per cent butterfat test 
of standard grade and the national 
average for the month is $2.64 a 
hundred, as compared with $2.68 a 
hundred for May and $2.52 a hundred 
for June 1925. Every section of the 
country shows a slight falling off 
from the May price with the single 
exception of the west north central 
section which has the same figure 
and also has the same figure as for 
June 1925. Every other section is 
lower for June 1926 than for May 
preceeding and is also higher than 
June of 1925.
